Thus, in a year replete with exciting 
wins and individual accomplishments, the 
Fancy can also look with pride to the con- 
crete evidence of tremendous growth in 
group interest and achievement in just a 
few short years. 

Crowning this year of the strongest 
competition ever, top honor of CAT OF THE 
YEAR goes to Gr. Ch. Dixi-Land’s Sir Gai 
of Nor-Mont, great Blue Longhair who 
scored more All-American points than any 
other show cat. Highest-scoring female 
was the famous Chinchilla (Silver) Long- 
hair Nor-Mont’s Silver Jewell, who thus 
becomes the 1957 O.S. Cat oF THE YEAR. 
For the first time in history, one owner, 
Mrs. Merald E. Hoag of Rockville, Mary- 
land, claims the two top All-American 
cats. She was also the owner of the 1953 
and 1949 Cats of the Year and of 1951’s 
O.S. Cat of the Year—an unequalled 
owner record.

year’s winners first appeared in 1955, and 
twenty-six are 1956 starters.

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MATILDA’S KITTEN

I was at college giving an exam and 
Elizabeth was in bed with a chest cold 
the day they arrived. After lunch, Matilda 
had come up from the rocker and jumped 
on the bed, walking around as if looking 
for a quiet spot. The week before she had 
wedged into the top of a corrugated box 
filled with old rubbers under the bench of 
the breakfast nook. At that time I had 
torn up the news section of the New York 
Times and made a suitable maternity bed 
in a shallow box by the furnace. Now 
Elizabeth took Matilda downstairs and let 
her into the cellar. 

Elizabeth felt that Matilda’s time had 
not yet come. And so she missed being at 
the bedside, the way the court assembled 
in Marie Antoinette’s room to watch the 
birth of the dauphin. When Elizabeth 
came downstairs to start dinner, she 
thought of Matilda and opening the cellar 
door she heard mixed mewing. The little 
gifts from heaven had arrived. Matilda 
had tidied up the box and was lying on 
her side, feeding them, purring, at last a 
proud mother. 

When I came home I found the five 
kittens washed and their little muzzles 
fumbling along the soft white fur for the 
swollen paps. I counted them with a grow- 
ing realization that Brenda was certainly 
mistaken in her estimate of the number of 
first-litter kittens. 

Upstairs one question became dominant. 
What will we ever do with five kittens? 
One evident line of action was to call in 
the Humane Society. But neither of us 
wanted to think that Matilda’s reward for 
motherhood would be a gas chamber. In- 
stead we let the word get around that we 
had kittens for free. 

It turned out that none wanted kittens, 
no one in our entire village. It seemed 
silly to advertise free kittens, but we did, 
in the Journal. Meanwhile, in the interest 
of sanitation, Elizabeth insisted that the 
box and the five little blind, furry squirm- 
ers be moved to the barn. This I did with 
some misgiving and an hour later Matilda 
was -back in the cellar laying the largest 
of the kittens by the furnace, about to go 
back for the rest. 

I restored the mislaid bit of fur to the 
box in the barn and set a dish of warm 
milk and a saucer of horsemeat beside 
them. I stroked Matilda into accepting 
the barn as a compromise between the 
Humane Society and an opportunity to 
permit her young to get a look at things. 
After that, the barn proved quite accept- 
able. I would deliver a nightcap of milk 
and meat and Matilda would rise, drop- 
ping off her gasping attachments and 
stepping carefully over the side of the box, 
settle down on her haunches into noisy 
lapping, with the flashlight flooding the 
saucer of horse meat. 

A neighbor, Mrs. Yarns, on hearing of 
the kittens, thought of her daughter, Jane, 
who lives on a farm plagued with rats. 


She would ask them. She felt sure Jane 
would take Matilda and her offspring. 
Since we had planned to go away for the 
summer that seemed like a ready-made 
solution, reducing our ménage from six 
cats to none. 

Jane, her husband, and her baby arrived 
Saturday afternoon with Mrs. Yarns. 
Elizabeth carried the box up to the side 
door and the family stood around apprais- 
ing Matilda and her brood. Yes, they 
would take the lot, only they had to drive 
into town but would be back later with 
their two girls who had been dropped en 
route at the village movies. 

Instead of leaving the kittens sitting 
outdoors, Elizabeth carried the box of 
kittens down to the cellar to leave them 
there until the young couple returned. I 
went back to mowing the lawn. 

An hour later Elizabeth came out. 
“What do you suppose Matilda is doing?” 
she asked. “She's hiding her babies under 
the woodpile in that dark corner of the 
cellar.” 

So I reassembled the scattered kittens 
and returned them and their box to the 
barn. But Matilda wouldn’t lie down with 
them. She kept walking about uneasily 
and brushing her back against my jeans 
as much as to say, you wouldn’t do a 
thing like that, would you, you wouldn't 
really give us away? 

Somehow after that I couldn’t face 
Matilda again. So I dragged the spray 
rig back into the orchard and battled the 
aphids and curculio the rest of the after- 
noon. When I came in for dinner, Eliza- 
beth told me Jane and her family had 
come back and Matilda and her family 
were gone. Matilda had turned out to be a 
problem in logistics. Jane was afraid 
Matilda would jump out the window of 
the car. The young farmer had trans- 
ported cats before, in burlap bags. Eliza- 
beth brought a grain sack from the barn 
and that was how, in darkness and hot 
confusion, Matilda had been carted away 
from the only home she had loved, where 
she had found life so full of romance and 
the happiness of maternity. 

Somehow it seemed unnecessarily un- 
kind, their forcing her into a bag, height- 
ening the uncertainty that had begun when 
she first saw the young farmer, Jane and 
Mrs. Yarns looking at her kittens, the 
farmer turning them over in his hand, 
saying, “Surely some of them must be 
males.” 

I wish that were all there was to Ma- 
tilda’s story. I wish I could add that 
Elizabeth and I drove up to the farm a 
few Sundays later and saw Matilda and 
her babies ensconced behind the Dutch 
door of some pleasant barn, with the odor 
of cow manure and the cackle of hens 
and five kittens tumbling happily over 
Matilda’s back, in the hay mow. 

We had meant to go up but Brenda and 
Jimmy dropped in that Sunday afternoon

on their way to Jonesport. After they left, 
it began to rain, a cold, unfriendly drizzle. 
I lighted the logs in the fireplace and 
Lassie stretched her belly toward the 
flames, her hair smelling doggy in spite 
of what the manufacturers claimed for 
chlorophyll. Elizabeth was watching tele- 
vision and I was reading Gide when I 
thought I heard Matilda jump off the 
porch rail and land on the jute rug, the 
way she used to do when she would come 
back from outdoors. 

I switched on the porch light and there 
in the yellow pool crouched the most be- 
draggled cat I had ever seen, its ribs 
showing through the wet tufts of dark fur. 

“Come here quick,” I called to Eliza- 
beth. “It’s some neighbor’s cat.” Elizabeth 
took one look and then pushed open the 
door. 

“Why, Matilda, you've come back,” she 
said, “and brought one of your babies.” 
Matilda took the limp kitten in her jaws 
and carried it tenderly across the room 
to the fireplace, laying it on the tile, and 
then began to lick it dry. 

Elizabeth bent over to stroke the kitten, 
then drew back quickly. “The kitten is 
dead,” she said. “Take it outdoors quick.” 

I rolled the dead kitten on a dustpan 
into a paper and opening the front door 
gave it a toss into the junipers. But 
Matilda rushed by me into the dark and 
in a few minutes she was back on the 
porch and when we opened the door, she 
again carried in her dead baby and laid 
it on the hearth. This time I rolled it in 
a newspaper and laid it on the back steps. 
Then I warmed some milk for Matilda 
and put it by her box in the cellar. But 
she wouldn't eat. 

The next morning when I came down 
I could hear her mewing at the cellar 
door. I opened the door, not thinking of 
the dead kitten. She went to the paper, 
scratched it open and, picking up her baby, 
carried it to the shrubbery. I watched her 
dig a hole, lay the kitten in it and drag 
the dirt over its body. 

Elizabeth phoned Jane that evening. 
Yes, they had missed Matilda and one of 
the kittens but concluded she had wan- 
dered out on Route Six and been hit by 
a truck. Jane had been feeding the other 
kittens with an exe dropper and now they 
were able to lap for themselves. The kit- 
ten Matilda had taken with her was the 
only male in the litter, the black one, 
son of Black Prince.

PART II 


THE THYMUS GLAND 


The thymus gland is located near the 
heart. It may very well be that it controls 
growth for when the body has matured 
sufficiently it disappears. At the same time, 
the sex organs begin their development, 
indicating that it has an inhibitory action 
in restraining their growth until the body 
structure is well-advanced. 


THE PANCREAS 


The pancreas is situated close to the 
stomach and secretes into it several very 
important digestive juices. It also pro- 
duces insulin, which regulates the amount 
of sugar in the blood. Sugar in the form 
of glucose is stored in the liver, and the 
pancreas controls the amount passing from 
the liver to the system. The common form 
of diabetes (mellitus) is directly caused 
by failure of the pancreas to manufacture 
insulin. 


THE PINEAL GLAND 


The pineal gland is located in the center 
of the brain. Little is known about it at 
this time, but it is believed to affect sex 
and mental development. 

THE TESTES 

The testes are part of the male organs 
of reproduction. There are two of them 
located in the scrotum. The testes have 
two very important functions which they 
are called upon to perform. They secrete 
the androgen hormone known as testos- 
terone and produce the cells necessary 
to the reproduction of the species, sperma- 
tazoa. The spermatazoa cannot live at 
the normal body temperature, so their 
site of manufacture is located outside the 
body where it is cooler. 

The hormone testosterone is responsible 
for the normal reproductive power of the 
male cat. It is sent through the blood- 
stream causing development of “maleness” 

-the attributes of the so-called “stronger 
sex.” It is produced early in life but 
comes into prominence at the time of 
adulthood in the cat. When a male is 
“neutered” by removal of the testes, the 
cat will not develop all the qualities of the 
male. “Neuters” will become gentle with- 
out the desire to do battle, will have no 
desire for mating, will slow down and 
become genial house pets. For those who 
want a male cat around the house for a 
pet, neutering is essential. There are no 
ill effects from an operation of this kind. 

Spermatazoa come into being at the 
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HORMONES AND 


time of adulthood. Cats that do not be- 
come fertile can often be helped by the 
administration of testosterone propionate. 

Early in the life of the cat the testes 
descend from the abdomen into the scro 
tum. Their failure to do this is known as 
cryptorchidism. Should this occur the male 
cat will never sire kittens. Gonadotropin 
hormones may be tried in cases of un 
descended testes but the chances of success 
are poor. If one of the testes descends 
and the other remains in the abdomen 
(monorchidism) it is possible for the cat 
to produce offspring, but cats in this con- 
dition should not be over-worked. 

It is advisable when purchasing a male 
for breeding purposes to determine if the 
cat has descended testes. If possible one 
should feel the testes to be sure both are 
there. In doing this keep in mind the 
hands should be warm for a muscular 
spasm from the cold may cause the scro- 
tum to retract. 

Responsible breeders will in most cases 
back up their cats in this respect. If upon 
proof that the cat in question does not 
have descended testes they will probably 
make some arrangements to rectify the 
situation. However, one should keep in 
mind that some cats may not begin to 
mate until two years old. In all fairness 
to the breeder the purchaser should give 
the cat every chance to prove his ability 
to mate. 


THE OVARIES 
The ovaries are the female sexual 
glands in which the ova or eggs are 
formed. There are two of them, located 


in the abdomen. They have two functions 
—production of the ova and of the hor- 
mones progesterone and estradiol. 

The female hormones begin early in life 
to produce the attributes of the female cat. 
They have control over the muscles, bones 
and the female organs. They prepare the 
female uterus for pregnancy and are re- 
sponsible for all phases of the beginning 
of life. 

The ovaries at birth contain thousands 
of graafian follicles—tiny sacs which 
nurture the eggs. Under the influence of 
the follicle-stimulating pituitary hormone 
FSH the follicles ripen and rupture, ex- 
pelling the eggs to the outside of the ovary 
whence they are gathered up by the fallo- 
pian tubes and carried to the horns of the 
uterus. After the eggs have been dis- 
charged the follicle develops into the cor- 
pus luteum—a yellow tissue that through 
the action of the LH hormone of the pitui- 
tary then discharges its hormone which 
prevents any further ripening of ova and 
prepares the uterus for the development 
of pregnancy. 

Administration of estradiol is very ef- 
fective in bringing the cat in season for 
it stimulates the pituitary into starting the 
cycle of the ovaries. It is used in cases 
where the female cat does not come in 
season for lengthy periods. 

Progesterone is used to prevent possi-

bility of abortion in which the kittens are 
lost before they are fully developed. It 
also causes the thickening of the uterus 
and its horns thereby preparing them to 
enclose the foetus. It is active for the 
entire period of pregnancy in preventing 
the uterine contractions so that the kittens 
are not discharged before their time. It 
also has some effect on the mammary 
gland and the production of milk. 

Of all the endocrine glands the ovaries 
are the most interesting and vital. I have 
given you the most important aspects but, 
there are many diseases resulting from the 
ovaries, and we may go into them at some 
later date. 


THE PLACENTA 


The placenta is the organ within the 
uterus which establishes communication 
between the unborn kitten and the mother 
cat by means of the umbilical cord. Al- 
though it is not one of the endocrine 
glands it is of great importance. Its first 
responsibility is to transfer nourishment 
from the blood of the mother to the kit- 
ten and to return the waste matter from 
the kitten to the bloodstream of the 
mother. 

It is believed that it manufacturers its 
own hormones which have an effect on the 
mammary glands through estrogens, pro- 
gesterone which affects the uterus, and a 
chorionic gonadotrophin which is excreted 
in the urine. This latter hormone can be 
used as a test for pregnancy by injection 
into rats. If the uterus of the rat enlarges, 
it proves that the cat is pregnant. 

This brings us to a moot point. It is 
believed by some that the mother cat must 
consume the placentas after the births. 
The placental hormones present are 
thought to increase the production of milk 
by the mammary glands and also to im- 
prove the quality of the milk. Many other 
breeders, however, disagree and continue 
to raise fine kits. Sometimes when kittens 
fail to grow rapidly on the mother’s milk 
the injection of placental hormones will 
alleviate the condition. 


THE MAMMARY GLANDS 


The mammary glands, too, are not in 
the endocrine group but are very impor- 
tant. They produce the milk by which the 
kittens are nurtured. They consist of a 
honeycomb-like structure uniting into 
tubules which lead to the nipples. When 
they begin to enlarge and turn a deep pink 
about twenty-one days after your female 
has been mated, you can be sure that she 
is pregnant. Their development is due to 
the actions of progesterone and estro- 
gens. It is thought that the placental hor- 
mones carry the most responsibility in 
this respect. 


CONCLUSION 


All the endocrine glands were listed and 
some of their functions were related to 
you. It is believed that each gland in- 


fluences the other and is in turn influenced 
by it. Each must be in good working order 
so that the functions of the body can con- 
tinue without interruption. Many diseases 
can stand in the way of this. Hormone 
therapy then proves of value. The use of 
antibiotics also is sometimes helpful. 

It is remarkable how all this is co-or- 
dinated to produce the health and well 
being of our cats. When one considers that 
it was only twenty-five or thirty years 


ago that hormones came into prominence 


we can understand that there is room 
for much more research. However, we can 
be sure that our scientists will discover 
more interesting and enlightening aspects 
of the endocrine glands, and by so doing 
further the health of our cats.

THE CAT’S ROLE IN MAN’S PROGRESS 
FROM SAVAGE TO CIVILIZED 


by Ida M. Mellen 


The origin of our gentle domestic cat 
(Felis catus) is unknown, nor are we ab- 
solutely certain whether it was tamed be- 
fore or after the dog. We do not know 
whether it was domesticated first for a 
pet or companion and then became more 
deeply prized on making itself invaluable 
as a mouser, or whether it was originally 
tamed because of its mousing propensi- 
ties. 

We do know, however, that whether 
domesticated first in India, Egypt, China, 
or elsewhere, the cat became a priceless 
friend of the ancients when, as a destroyer 
of rodents, it appointed itself the guardian 
of the stored grains on which their lives 
depended. 

It is almost impossible to find a book 
on the early history of the human race 
which does not stress this great value of 
the cat in ancient times, yet one of the 
most recent books in this field not once 
mentions the animal, though it makes 
more than one reference to the early tam- 
ing of the dog to assist its master in the 
hunt. This book, a delightful one other- 
wise, is The Story of Man, by an an- 
thropologist, Carleton S. Coon, who in 
every other instance appears eager to 
give credit wherever it is due. When 
asked the reason for his conspicuous 
omission of the cat from his pleasant 
history of man’s beginnings, and whether 
it could possibly be because he is a “ca- 
ninomaniac,” he replied very frankly that 
he enjoys having cats about the house, 
but “As for the history of the cat as a 
domestic animal, I plead only ignorance,” 
and adds that if cats went from China 
to Egypt in antiquity, as I suggested was 
quite possible, “that means human con- 
tact as well.”

CATALOGS: Ii at all possible it is 
assign someone for this office. A 
he kept of all catalogs sold Previous to the 
opening day of the show the show secretary 
takes the catalogs she will need for the judges, 
advertisers, etc. 

DOOR: It will be necessary

CLERKS: Each judge must have a clerk, two 
if at all possible. It shall be her duty to mark 
the wins in the catalogs. and to check the 
judge’s slips for accuracy. She shall see that 
the slips are posted immediately after checking. 
It is best to have a bulletin board nearby for

this. As each class is finished she shall have 
the cats returned to their cages, remove cage 
numbers, and see that the cages are sterilized. 


She shall then post the numbers for the next 
class and call up the cats. 

PLACE: Shop around for your showroom. Get 
bids and submit same to your Club for approval. 
Try to have a showroom that will be large 
enough to be comfortable. A small, overcrowded 
room makes for short tempers and nervous cats. 
You will need at least two stages if you are 
having one or more Specialties. This is required 
by C.F.A. If a third judge is being used, if 
at all possible, set up a third stage. This will 
keep the Show moving. The judging area should, 
preferably, be roped off from the spectator’s 
seats and the clerk’s table is best placed at 
least five feet away from the judge. 
PRINTER: Visit several printers and get their 
bids on your catalog. You will be surprised at 
the difference in prices, quite often for the same 
grade of paper. Use a good grade of paper so 
that the exhibitors can mark their catalogs in 
ink. The catalogs should also be firmly stapled 
together. The printer will give you the time 
limit for printing your catalog and this will 
govern your closing date of entries. However, 
as your advertising copy arrives, it may be 
taken to the printer and that much completed 
before the catalog’s closing date 

CAGES: The show manager will order the 
cages, having ascertained from the catalog the 
number that will be required. In some locales 
these may be rented from the local fair grounds. 
If at all possible there should be 15 to 20 
judging cages for the All Breed stage and 10 
to 12 for the Specialty stage. The judging cages 


should open front and back. Oilcloth is pre- 
ferable underneath the judging cages as_ this 
may be sponged. Paper, with its absorbent 


qualities, retains stud odor, even though changed 
and sprayed. Your initial expense will be more 
but the results will amply repay you. 

DISINFECTANT: Be sure to have a disin- 
fectant that deodorizes as well as disinfects. 
There are many satisfactory ones on the market. 
There should be two enamel or plastic pans 
with sponges on each judge’s table, one with 


disinfectant for sponging the table and the 
other for F 


r green soap solution for the judge's 
hands. Some judges like small hand towels 
rented from a linen supply service, others are 


satisfied with paper towels. 

SPRAYER: Have ample sprayers to clean cages 
after sponging. Nothing can be more exasperat- 
ing than to be continually searching for the 
sprayer. 

STEWARDS: Have at least two stewards for 


each judging stage to clean, change cards, etc. 


They must be well supplied with disinfectant, 
sponges. sprayers, etc. 
HORSEMEAT: You will need at least nine 


ounces per cat. This will take care of three feed- 
ings, one Saturday and two Sunday. However, 
remember when ordering to make allowance for 
absentees and exhibitors who prefer to bring 
their own food. It may be possible that one of 
your local distributors will be happy to furnish 
the meat in return for an ad in your catalog. 
DISHES: Have a large ladle to dispense the 
horsemeat and paper plates to put it in. Be sure 
to assign one of your members to this task, this 
way you can be sure that all receive the same 
amount. 

LITTER: Use one of the commercial litters. 
Here again one of the local distributors will be 
glad to furnish same and possibly disposable 
pons. also. 

DIRECTIONAL ARROWS: If your show is 
held in a park or Fair Grounds it is wise to 
have directional arrows guiding bcth exhibitors 
and public to the showroom. 

BUNTING: You should have bunting to tack 
along the sides of the tables holding cages. This 


can be burlap, muslin, ete. Generally the bunt 
ing must be fireproofed. Your fire marshall can 
advise you on this. Try to avoid paper bunting 
as it will tear and present an unsightly ap 
pearance. 

INSURANCE: li you are a C.F.A. Club, be 
sure to cover your judges, stewards, and han 
d.ers (if you are using them) with C.F.A. in 
surance. For public liability, one of your 
insurance companies will take care of you 
VETERINARIAN: Have your Vet in at 
tendance in plenty of time. In some instances 
he can be available Friday night for people who 
might wish to bench their cats then. Be sure 
to check whether or not there is an additional

charge for the extra time. Have a pan, dis 
infectant, and paper towels available for him. 
THUMB TACKS: Have plenty of tacks for 


the posting of the judges slips, etc. 
STAPLER: You will need a good staple 
for fastening the bunting to the tables. 
TICKETS: Your printer can print your tickets 
if you wish. If the admission is over fifty cents 
the total breakdown must be printed showing 
admission charge and federal excise tax, plus 
city tax. If this is the case be sure and save the 
first and last tickets to account to the internal 
revenue service. EVERY ticket must be ac 
counted for. At times it is simpler to keep the 
price at fifty cents and eliminate all the 
work the other entails. 

TAX: In this locale, to be from the 
city tax, we apply for a solicitations permit 
from the Dept. of Social Welfare. The attendant

will ask various questions, filling out a form 
which the show manager signs, stating that 
you are a non-profit organization, and, if the 


show is a success financially, the Club will do- 
nate as much as possible to a worthy cause 
such as the Humane Society or the Polio Foun- 
dation. 

POSTERS: Design and have your printer make 
up posters to be distributed to Pet Shops and 
as many other public places as possible. Try to 
have these cut out at least a month before the 
show. 

PUBLICITY: A publicity chairman is a must. 
It pays to advertise on radio, TV and in your 
local newspaper. With newspaper feature stories 
the best method is to write your material and 
send it to the City Editor. Submit photographs 
if available. Do not be disappointed if your 
article does not appear immediately. If you are 
acquainted with the editor or reporters, possibly 
you can present your material personally. 
COURTESY: Be concerned with the comfort 
of both exhibitors and spectators at all times. 
Remember that, in many instances, exhibitors 
have traveled great distances and are naturally 
weary. Spectators will ask innumerable ques 
tions; some may seem silly to us old seasoned 
exhibitors, but even so, they are sincere. 
Undoubtedlv they will tell us all about their 
precious baby at home that is far more beauti- 
ful than any present in the showroom. So go 
along with them; it never hurts us to be 
gracious. 

CHILDREN: Ili at all possible it is advan- 
tageous to have some event in which the young- 
sters can participate. Here again let us re- 
member that some of these are the breeders of 
tomorrow. 

REGISTER: At the door 
taken) have available a notebook, pencil and 
paper, and a small sign-—‘‘Register for next 
year’s show.”’ Here many interested parties will 
register for the following yexr. This year they 
did not know about the show until too late to 
make an entry, but would like to do so later. 
Perhaps they have only a neuter or household 
pet. but, to them, that pet means as much as 
our show stock to us. 
MICROPHONES: There is 
available with your showroom. The others for 
the Specialties you will have to errange for. 
There are many agencies or private parties that 
do this for a nominal fee. 

FIRST AID KIT: Have on hand a well 
stocked first aid kit with disinfectant, bandag- 
ing material, etc., and someone who is skilled in 
their use. 

TRASH: Have several trash containers through- 
out the show room ior rubbish. Advise the ex- 
hibitors at intervals to please use same so that 
the showroom will be kept neat and tidy at 
all times. There should also be a “cleanup crew” 
to sweep and see that the trash containers are

kidney condition and cannot pass her urine. I have medicine 
on hand to remedy this but understand that prolonged dosing 
will produce a toxic condition in cats that could cause death.

Certain medications will have the property of being held in 
the body for a long period of time due to their not being elimi- 
nated quickly. Over a period of time tf the medication ts con- 
tinued without a rest period, a toxic level may be reached. Usu- 
ally the animal will begin to show symptoms before a dangerous 
level has built up and corrective treatment could be started. 


I have, among my eight cats, a small Black male who never 
made much growth, having developed a bad cold while still a 
kitten. He eats well, is very lively but he has a constant problem 
with breathing.

The use of some ointment such as vaseline or Vitamin A and 
D ointment may help to soften the matter. I do not suggest the 
use of ointments that have aromatics in them because this will 
sometimes irritate the eyes of cats. If there appears to be a 
considerable amount of mucous in the nasal passages, the use of 
a steam vapor will help to loosen it. Make a tent and let the 
steam in for about five to ten minutes. Use no medication in the 
water. This may be repeated several times through the day as 
necessary. 


I was told of an ailment called Cat Scratch Fever that is 
caught by contact with cats. I'd like to know more about it.

MARKED CATALOGS: Some exhibitors and 
spectators will order marked catalogs. See that 
an accurate list is kept of these, and that they 
receive them in the not too distant future. 
PHOTOGRAPHER: Have your official pho- 
tographer on hand and advise the exhibitors and 
public, by microphone, of his presence. 
GROOMING: By all means have a grooming 
room, two if at all possible. Here the exhibitor 
can retire and put the finishing touches on his 
or her exhibit. 

BLOCKS: You will need blocks to hold the 
number cards on the top of the judging cages; 
2” x 4” cut the size of the card with a slanted 
slit in the center. 

CAGE CARDS: The cage cards must be large 
enough so that the numbers can be seen easily. 
A great help is to have the number somewhat 
smaller on the reverse side and the word “OUT.” 
When finished with this particular exhibit the 
judge or clerk will turn the card and the ex- 
hibitor knows she may pick up her cat. This 
saves a great deal of time. In judging the males 
it is wise to leave a cage between. 

MONEYS: A separate record should be kept of 
all moneys received; entry fees, ticket sales, 
catalogs, trophy and ribbon fund, double cages, 
etc. 

DECORATIONS: Try to have some decora- 
tions in the showroom such as plants, etc. 
LIGHTING: It is most important to have 
adequate lighting over the judges’ tables. Lights 
over the judging cages are desirable if at all 
possible. 


THE SHOW IS OVER 


At last the final ribbon is hung and the show 
is over. Some are happy—some not. Remember 
we cannot all win and rarely do two people see 
things alike. 

The judges will submit statements for ex- 
penses, judging fee, etc. The treasurer should 
be on hand to take care of this. 

Remember to remove all judges slips from 
the bulletin board. These will be filed with 
the marked catalogs for the Club record. They 
will also be handy should any changes or cor- 
rections be necessary. 

Gather together all show equipment, i.e. uten- 
sils, sprayers, cage cards and blocks, banners, 
oilcloth (if such was used), bunting, etc. Have 
these all together as it is very easy to misplace 
such things at this point. 

The breaking down of the show hinges on 
the time allotted to you by the manager of the 
building. Some will permit you to wait until 
the following morning, but others insist that 
this be done by midnight or an extra charge 
will be made. If you have the same crew to dis- 
mantle cages and tables proceed as per your 
time element. 

Be sure and check your cages, counting num- 
ber to be returned. This should also be done 
when they are brought into the showroom, It 
is very easy for mistakes to occur and, unless 
you check carefully, you may find yourself 
charged for cages you did not receive. 

Have floors thoroughly clean and free of all 
debris. Leave the showroom as neat and clean 
as it was on arrival. You may want to use it 
another year. 

Within ten days submit to the Recorder 
marked catalogs and winners lists plus the list- 
ing fees. One marked catalog must be sent to 
the Association Secretary, also the All-American 
Scoring Sheets and catalogs to the All-Ameri- 
can Scorer. 

Mail all statements and catalog as proof of 
copy to advertisers. Wrap securely and return 
all_cuts. : 

The show secretary will order from the Rib- 
bon Company any ribbons that were omitted 
and send them to the proper exhibitors. 

Fill out the form and return it to the Dept. 
of Social Welfare if it was necessary for you to 
use one. 

Mark and mail catalogs to those who have 
ordered them, Try to do this as soon as pos- 
soble. At times it is months later when the ex- 
hibitor receives same, and they have then lost 
much of their value. 

For your Club records you will have the 
amount of cash receipts; door, catalogs, maga- 
zines, etc. 

Perhaps you will soon be planning another 
show. The time to plan your next show is 
immediately after the last one.

“He really is a phenomenon from a 
medical standpoint,” said Mrs. Newman, 
“for he is perfect in every respect and the 
toughest little guy you ever saw.” 

And, as we mentioned “medical,” I was 
greatly relieved to read the headlines in 
the Springfield, Ohio, News. I don’t know 
just how intelligent you all are, but some- 
how the lines “Why is Catgut called Cat- 
gut When No Felines Are Involved” 
caused me to breathe easier. Wasn't too 
sure catgut didn’t mean just that. 

This article gives several theories why 
sutures are known as catgut. One answer 
was quoted from the Davis and Geck Su- 
ture Manual by Sister Mary Cecilia, 
Mercy Hospital administrator. 

“The Arabian surgeon, Rhazes, born in 
865 A.D., is credited with being the first 
to stitch abdominal wounds with sharp 
strings made from spun strands cut from 
—intestines of animals, such as the sheep. 

“The term ‘catgut’ in all probability 
derives from ‘kitgut’ or ‘kitstring,’ the 
Arabic word ‘kit’ meaning a dancing mas- 
ter’s fiddle. Some casual translator no 
doubt misconstrued ‘kit’ to mean kitten. 
Hence, the word ‘catgut,’ which, in point 
of fact, is a misnomer since it has no re- 
lationship to a cat.” 

Another derivation was offered by the 
executive director of City Hospital. He 
said he believes the word comes from the 
German word “kit” (it means fiddle there, 
too), since strings on fiddles and violins 
were called ‘kitstrings.’ 

The makers of dictionaries offer no ex- 
planation. Webster’s New International 
says: “It is not known that the intestines 
of cats were ever so used.” 

The Encyclopedia Brittanica advises the 
name applies to a cord of “great toughness 
and tenacity prepared from the intestines 
of sheep or occasionally those of a horse, 
mule or ass. Those of the cat are not em- 
ployed and therefore it is supposed the 
word is properly kitgut.” 

There now—it is these priceless bits of 
trivia that make The Back Fence a must 
on your reading list. 

Even Bennet Cerf——an authority on 
reading—used one of Sam Levenson’s cat 
stories in a recent Cerfboard column. 

The one about the pathetic cat, several 
degrees below purr, who was always get- 
ting under Mrs. Levenson’s feet. One night 
she stepped on his paws and the cat 
screamed to high heavens. Its felines were 
hurt. 


“Serves her right,” commented Mrs. 


Levenson grimly. “Who tells her to walk 
around barefoot?”
